I'citor John W Kelley. 


The orders were given 
to 
the 


sheriffs this morning1. 
The* county 


was divided iato sections 
and a 


deputy sheriff was assigned to each. 
His orders were to personally call on 
the proprietor of every place where 
liquor T?as jfcnown to be sold and to 
see that the) place was locked up, 
the sheriff not to leave the saloon un- 
til the 
doors and shutters were 


closed. 


The saloons are to remain closed 


until they have received a regular 
state license. 


The work was so distributed that 


by six o'clock this .evening every 
town will have been visited->and the 
saloons closed. 


The selectmen of each town were 


notified that the saloons were closed 
and asked to report any breaking of 
the rule* to the county solicitor. 


The order came as a great sur- 


PEfe.6--1* took all of the dealers un,- 
a ,varas. 


County Solicitor Kelley was seen 


by a reporter for The Herald this 
noon, after he returned from Exeter, 
and he Said the order was givea and 
work Twrll under way by that time, 
but it took every deputy sheriff in 
the countv to do it. 


"The order," said he, "applies to 


all places where there is not a police 
commission. 
Of course this (makes 


Exeter and Portsmouth the only two 
exceptions 
In these places the com- 


missioners are capable of 
running 


the mtci ial affairs of the city, and 
it has nrt been my custom, to inter- 
fere with them at all. 
The other 


places will lemain closed until such 
a time as they have received a state 
license, or the proprietors will he ar- 
rested for every offense1. I have no- 
tified the selectmen of each town and 
they will report any selling from now 
on."

performed in connection with the 
recently published study of the water 
power of Maine, which the bureau of 
hydrography completed 
last 
fall. 


This study embraced those streams 
which have their rise In New Hamp- 
shire and flow through Maine, the 
Androscoggin, the Saco and the Pis- 
cataqua, of whose watersheds a large 
percentage of the area, rising to 
more than sixty per cent in one in- 
stance, is within this state. 


In addition, to securing expert and 


accurate knowledge of the forest re- 
sources of the state, the- results of 
this forest survey will be used as a 
basis for moving upon congress at 
the next session, for the establish- 
ment of a national White Mountain 
forest reserve. A resolution favor- 
ing such action by congress was the 
first legislation to receive the gover- 
nor's signature at the last session of 
the legislature, and similar approval 
has been secured from the legislature 
of Maine. 


The senate of Massachusetts has 


passed a resolve of like tenor, and it 
is now pending in the house of rep- 
resentatives; while the 
correspon- 


dents of the forestry commission are 
attempting to get action of the same 
sort in Connecticut.

The general examination 
of the 


forests of the White Mountain region, 
authorized l>y joint resolution, of the 
last legislature, Is already 
under 


way, and the field parties who are to 
have the work IE hand are expected 
to begin operations early in June. 
The work will probably occupy most 
of the time for nearly a year, and the 
sum of 95000 has been placed at the 
disposal of the forestry commission 
to defray the cost of the examination. 


Under the terms of the resolution 


the actual work of the examination, 
or forest survey, Is placed in the 
hands of experts from the field force 
of the bureau of forestry in the de- 
partment of agriculture at Washing- 
ton, though the responsibility of Bu 
pet-intending the survey is lodged in 
the hands of the state forestry com 
mission. 


An. investigation will be made of 


the value of the forest as a consemer 
of the water supply. This will in 
elude the determination of the niie 
and condition of the watersheds trib- 
utary to the large streams rising 
within the White Mountain ntfon 
the effect of forest destruction upon 
the flow of these • streams, mud the 
value and amount of waUr power 


NEXT TUESDAY'S ELECTION. 


It is to be hoped that there will be 


a large turnout of voters next Tues- 
day in order that there may be* a full 
and fair expression of opinion on the 
liquor question . In this campaign 
there seems to be nothing in the 
way of experience to guide one in 
forming an opinion. The option law 
is a new one!, in many particulars un- 
like any other in New England. 


The people -of the state have had 


no 'practical demonstration of how it 
will work when 
put into force. 


Neither have they any actual knowl- 
edge as to how effective* will be thei 
prohibitory enforceiment m no-license 
towns under the change in laws con- 
cerning th« liquor Question 
There- 


fore every voter must reason it out 
for himself. 


Two facts seem 
to 
stand out 


plainly, however. 
One Is that al 


though the license feature of the new 
law legalizes the sale of liquor ,the 
sale will necessarily be 
conducted 


under some restrictions which will 
remove certain bad 
features of the 


business that exists today The other 
plain fact is that if a 
community 


votes no license it may rest assurred 
that it will get practical prohibition. 
This does n«Jt mean that there will not 
be a very few persons, perhaps, who 
may be willing to run the risk of 
evading the law in regard to the sale 
of liquor, because there always will 
be lawbreakers until human nature 
becomes more perfect than, it is to- 
day. 


With a vote of a majority of the 


people behind it, however, a prohibi- 
tory law becomes a very different In- 
strument from what it is in a com- 
jnunity where the popular feeling Is 
against ft- These two facts should 
be recognized in voting on this ques- 
tion, and whatever the result may be, 
It should be accepted gracefully as 
an expression of the true American 
principle—the rule of the majority— 
and the decision should be enforced 
to the letter.

and gave the towns the privilege of 
voting? upon- the question, the" first 
decisioji of the latter to stand for a 
comparatively long term of years. 


Protests against this feature- of the 


bill went up from all over the state, 
and an amendment to the 
present 


provisions was adopted 
when 
the 


house got at it by such an over- 
whelming vote, that the 
committee 


did not even ask for a division vote, 
and there was no suggestion of an 
attempt to reverse the decision, in 
frither branch. 
It was emphatically 


the decision of the legislature that 
the will of the community should be 
expressed and respected. 


That matter of hotel licenses is a 


perplexing subject, because of the 
large number of sumiaier hotels and 
boarding houses in the state. Some 
of the largest and most costly of 
these are located in towns of a very 
small number of voters. 
I It was represented that it might 
1 happen that a majority of such 


voters would be unreasonable, 
and 


vote no license from spite, or, some 
other ^unworthy motive, and thus do, 
"an" In jury not only to such hotels, but 
to the state whose1 Interest 
in the 


"summer industry" is so large. But 
the law must be general, and a solu- 
tion of the problem! was hit upon, 
that hotel licenses should be left en- 
tirely to the discretion of the com- 
mission 
This was a feature of the 


bill that was much criticised, but it 
was urged in its defense, that a coim- 
mission would exercise its discretion 
conservatively and wisely. 
And when Mr. Bemich 
offered his 


amendment that in a no 
license 


place, no hotel should he! licensed to 
sell except to bona fide registered 
guests resorting to his house for food 
or lodging, and should not sell to any 
resident of the placei or keep a bar- 
room or bar, the amendment was 
readily accepted by the committee, 
with the assurance that it was entire- 
ly in accord with the Intent of the 
bill, in other words, that in a no-li- 
cense ]ilace, a hotel should not oe 
licensed to do any 
local 
business, 


should not be licensed unless a strict- 
ly summer hotel, or making of such 
business a leading feature in season. 


A "no" vote In any town then, 


clearly means, under the lutetat of the 
law, that no license shall be< granted 
there, except to a drugstore which 
can only sell for medical, mechanical, 
chemical and sacramental purposes 
But if it can be shown to the commis- 
sion that a worthy summer hotel ex- 
ists in the town, or a hotel, whose 
chief business In the vacation season 
Is summer boarding, and that its wel- 
fare and that of the community de- 
mands the right to dispense liquors 
to those outside guests, 
then 
the 


commission may grant the license. 


But unless those particular and 'ex- 


traordinary conditions can be clearly 
shown to exist, then the commission 
cannot within the Intent of the law 
grant such a license. 
Unless 
the 


people of a town are absolutely cer- 
tain that such a showing can be con- 
vincingly made as regards Its hotel 
then a "no" vote will defeat their 
purpose. 


If, on the other hand .they vote 


"yes," then not only can the hotel 
bo licensed, but all other classes «s 
well, if applications ara filed. But 
there Is a practical way around that 
The law allows a town by major vote 
to raise the fee named 
In «tho act, 


provided It bo not placed above the 
maximum of Its class. 


Inasmuch as the granting of hotel 


licenses, as well as those of 
drug- 


stores and rtllroad restaurants, r*sts 


entirely in the discretion of the com- 
mission*, and it Is its business to in- 
terpret the law, it Is entirely within 
its power, if it has the will to do It, 
to grant such licenses without any 
special reason being shown—and the 
commission refuses to Indicate what 
its policy will 
be even in general 


terms. 


In those towns where It Is desired 


the hotel may not be made a mecca 
for thirsty individuals from surround- 
ing communities, and that no road 
houses be established, the only hope- 
ful course is to vote "no" and vote It 
strongly, and then insist that such 
a verdict Us as emphatically against 
a hotel license, whatever may be the 
character of the house, as against 
any other class

mouth of the Liac river. 


The Russians are further reported 


to be making extensive warlike prep- 
arations In Manchuria. 


Tbe news 
of 
Russian 
activity, 


which comes from a most trustworthy 
source at Niuchwang, adds that on 
their return to Niuchwang the Rus- 
siaa troops brought with them, sev- 
eral large guns. 


A large force has been ordered to 


reoccupy Tienchwangtal. 
The Rus- 


sians have 14,000 troops between the 
mouth of the Liao river and Port Ar- 
thur. 


The Russians are reported to be 


constructing forts on the hills near 
Llaoyung, commanding the road be- 
tween there and tbe Yalu river, and 
they have arranged to have a large 
quantity of provisions delivered at 
Niuchwang. 


A despatch from an official at Niu- 


chwaug says indications point strong-

weapon with a barrel only twenty- 
four inches in length, using a ,30 
ball. 


Tbe new gun is a remarkable weap- 


on according to the ordnance officer*, 
for, 
while it is four incbe* shorter 


than the Krag and only two inches 
longer than the carbine, it is more 
powerful than either, with a higher 
Initial velocity and flatter trajectory. 
It can easily penetrate 
twenty-four 


onetinch pine planks. It is a pound 
lighter than~the service rifle. 


A new feature is a complete encase- 


ment of the barrel in wood to prevent 
burning tbe bands of the marksmen 
when the gun is rapidly discharged. 
The weapon was evolved by United 
States army officers, and is not pat- 
anted. It is asserted to be the most 
powerful musket in the world. 


RELIEF FOR IRELAND. 


Land Bill Pa**** House Of Common*

STRUCK A DEER. 


Portsmouth Bound Car Does A Little 


Hunting On Its Own Account. 


The late car front Hampton Beech, 


Portsmouth bound, struck a deer at 
North. Hampton on Friday evening.

Paris -- - --'—Few people are 


aware that'toe wonderful new mineral 
called radium was made known to the 
world through tbe efforts of a woman, 
Hose. Curie, wbo is the wife of Pro- 
fessor Pierre Curie, himself a scientist 
of no mean note. They are Parisians 
and for the moment are the most strik- 
ing and interesting personages in the 
city. Their hone is in a small cottage 
iu tbe most inaccessible southern dis- 
trict overlooking the fortifications and 
far away from tbe intellectual and 
fashionable centers of the capital. Nev- 
ertheless this little cottage, as may be 
expected, has become a Mecca for all 
Interested In scientific progress and re- 
search. While reticent regarding tbe 
uses to which they expect radium to be 
put—Professor Curie is now organising 
a company to exploit the mineral—they 
are courteous and willing to talk con- 
cerning tbe discovery aod tbe nature of 
tbe mineral. 


It appears, as Mae. Curie informed 


me when I visited their pretty little 
home recently, that ber experiments 
which resulted in tbe extraction and 
Isolation of the wonderful substance 
were due to ber having heard of tbe 
accidental discovery by Becquerel. an- 
other French scientist, that uranium. 
w.h°icb is derived from pitchblende, 
emitted light rays. She at once re- 
solved to secure some pitchblende and 
try,to determine its chemical analysis. 
In the subsequent experiments she was 
of course assisted by ber husband, and 
thus it is that the honor of discovering 
radium is in tbe eyes of tbe scientific 
world shared Jointly by them, although, 
as a matter of fact, she can justly 
claim sole title, ~ ~ *^ 


After subjecting the pitchblende to 


chemical tests she finally found that It 
contained a mineral exhibiting an ac- 
tivity man; times greater than tbe fa- 
mous cathode rays. 


This mineral Mrs. Carle named polo- 


nl.utn in honor of her native country, 
Poland. There remained another sub- 
stance, however, which possessed a 
thousand time* greater activity, scien- 
t&tf estimating that it will throw off 
particles 'with a velocity sometimes 
reaching iao.000 miles a second. This 
substance is, radium. 
. So ranch 1t*i been written regarding 
Ita wonderful properties that it Is not 
toocefcary fof roe to detail them here. 
ttflughf.be proper, however, to men- 
tloifaome of tbe peculiar effects it has 
upon the nervous centers of human 
beings and animals, as indicating the 
extreme caution with which the Curies 
wejrf obliged 
to< pursue" their In- 


quiries. A glass tube containing one 
tip two milligrams of radium will when 
carried In the waistcoat pocket produce 
a painful wound* requiring months to 
heal.

Manchuria, while only a compara- 


tively small part of China, is no petty 
province. It Is a great, rich and well 
populated kingdom in itself. Its wealth 
is varied, consisting of agricultural and 
mineral products, neither of which 
has been developed to anything like 
tbe possibilities of the country under 
tbe reign of the Chinese. Tbe province 
of Manchuria contains about 860,000 
square miles and a population of about 
20,000,000. 


Russia entered Manchuria during tbe 


Boxer uprising in 1900, when she as- 
serted that tbe Chinese crossed the 
| frontier into Siberia. She drove tbe in 
! vaders out, overran Manchuria, pun-

hospital for the insane, where about 


SKO patients, many of theun afflicted 
with a type of insanity which would 
make them dangerous if they were 
at large, are illegally restrained of 
their liberty, and all liable 
to dis- 


charge if friends or relatives make a 
demand 
therefor. For thirty years 


it has been the law la Maine that a 
person certified as being insane by 
two respectable physicians could be 
committed to the hospital 
without 


a public hearing in court, and -wafer 
this law several thousand 
persons 


have been committed, first 'and 'last. 
Within a year or so relatives of sev- 
eral patients wished to secure con- 
trol of them, and the cases were tak- 
en to the supreme court on the 
ground that the patients were il- 
legally held by thei state, their com- 
mitment to the asylum being uncon- 
stitutional in that it had been: made 
without their having a hearing, with- 
out which the constitution says no per- 
son 
shall be deprived of liberty. 


The supreme court upheld this con- 
tention, and under this decision sev- 
eral patients, some ot theun said by 
the asylum officials to be unsafe te 
be at large, have been taken away b> 
their friends. To remedy this state 
of affairs the legislature at its late 
session passed a law requiring that 
any person alleged to be insane shall 
be duly served with legal notice of a 
bearing, which shall be held before 
the officials of the city 
or 
town 


where the alleged insane person has 
his home, and at -which, two reputa- 
ble physicians must swear to the fact 
of insanity; and then the municipal 
officials must sign the commitment 
papers. 
This, however, does not 


* legalize the unconstitutional commit- 


ments of the previous thirty years, 
nor could this be effected by any law 
the legislature could pass. The only 
way in which the state's custody of 
the large number of patients now at 
the hospital can be made legal, IB to 
have each patient be given, a hearing 
under the new law, and if found In- 
sane, be recommitted; but to effect 
this the patients would have to be 
sent to their several homes all over 
the state, or the (municipal officers of 
every city and town in the state that 
has patients at the hospital 
would 


have to visit Augusta to hold 
the 


hearings required. Either of these 
plans would cost the state a large 
sum of money, and neither seems en 
tirely practicable; so probably the 
matter will be allowed to drift along, 
and the C50 patients will 
continue 


to be illegally held, as they 
have 


been, unless their release is demand- 
ed individually. It is not 
probable 


that a great many such demands wil 
be made, although some have been

(REGULATIONS 


APPLYING TO DOMESTIC

For the general 
information, 
of 


farmers, stock- owners and dealers 
the following is given as the situa- 
tion at the present time relating to 
the transportation 
of domestic ani- 


mals between New Hampshire and 
adjacent states: 


New Hampshire: By order of the 


United' States Government no cattle, 
sheep, goats or other ruminating an- 
imals, or swine can be taken out of 
this state. No cattle can be brought 
into this state, excepting as stated 
below, and then only 'on permits is- 
sued by the State Board of Cattle 
Commissioners of New Hampshire. 


Massachusetts: No cattle or other 


animals 
mentioned 
above can be 


Massachusetts by order of the Uni- 
ted States department of agriculture. 
This order absolutely prohibits the 
admission of Massachusetts cattle to 
New Hampshire for pasturing this 
season. 


Vermont: Cattle may be brought 


from Vermont Into New Hampshire 
upon a 
permit 
issued 
by 
the 


State Board of Cattle Commlssionera 
of New Hampshire, excepting 
from 


the towns 
of Weathersfield, Cav- 


endish}, Lud|ow, 
Western, Aindover, 


Cheshire, and Springfield in Windsor 
county, and 
Londonderry, Grafton, 


and- Athens in Windham county. 


Maine: Cattle will be admitted to 


New Hampshire from Maine on per- 
mits issued by this board. 


Special Notice: Cattle will be ad- 


mitted to New Hampshire as above 
stated' upon

Cattle to be brought Into this state 


for other than pasturing or exhibi- 
tion purposes must first be tented 
with tuberculin by a competent vet- 
erinary surgeon, and his certificate 
filed vrlth this board, when a permit 
will bs Issued to admit such animals 
as have been proven by this test to 
b» free from tuberculosis.

of Osidge and its surroundings there is 
something lacking. It is after all only 
"bachelor's quarters.'1 


In the hothouses whore the Lipton 


orchids aie fast becoming the finest in 
IjHgl.uul the blossoms bloom and with- 
er and "cast their sweetness on the 
desert ah'' for the gardener to sniff. 
Not any of them are gathered by soft 
hands lhat enhance thoir value by ar 
rnngenHMit throughout the rooms ot 
the mansion 
There is no ripple 01 


laughter in the corridors, no rustle ot 
silk on the stnirs By no chance does a 
carelessly discarded glove spoil the 
contour of a silk upholstered chair or a 
lacy parasol hide its head beneath tin 
sofa's cushions. The atmosphere ai 
Osidgo la< ks tho palpitating stir whicl, 
denotes the presence iVmmiup, and one 
wonders how spioudid might be the 
entertainments in this masculine man 
sion if siuli a one as Sir Thomas would 
choose should supply the touch that is 
missing. 


But perhaps after Sir Thomas has

It will be recalled that Dickens found 


on that occasion many things about 
tlds country which offended his Eng- 
H.sh sense of propriety. Among them 
•u as Marion City. When he returned to 
Us native laud he proceeded to lam- 
l oon us in a most caustic manner, and 
:-.s one of the vehicles in which to turn 
loose his satire he wrote "Martin Chuz- 
;• lew It." 


As Dickens tells the story, Martin 


ChuKzlewit visited the United States 
and came as far west as Missouri, 
\rhere he invested bis money and that 
of Mark Tapley, his servant, In the 
I oom town of Eden. This Imaginary 
i:den was in reality Marion City. On 
their way west Martin and Mark fell 
M with one General Choke, 'who intro- 
(.uced them to the agent of the boom 
town. He showed them a beautiful 
map of the wonderful young town, 
v.-ith its market place, public buildings 
: iid busy streets, and they invested, 
CUuzzlewit being assured that there 
was not an architect in the city. A 
Couple of days later they took a boat 
up the river to the place. This, accord- 
ing to Dickens' story, is what they 
found : 


As they proceeded farther on their 
tracks and came more and more toward 
their journey's end the monotonous deso- 
lation ot the scene increased to that de- 
free that for any redeeming feature it 
presented to their eyes they might have 
< ntered. in the body, on the grim domains 
of giant despair— a. flat morass, with 
fallen timber; a marsh, on which the good 
pjowth of the earth seemed to have been 
\\ i ccked and cast away. 
At last they stopped. At Eden too. The 
waters ot the deluge might have left H 
only the week before, so choked with 
slime and matted growth was the hideous 
swamp which bore that name. 
There being no depth of water close in 
shore, they landed from the vessel's boat, 
with all their goods beside them. Ther«

were a few log houses visible among thft 
dark trees—the best a cow shed or a rude 
stable—but for the wharfs, the market 
place, the public buildings—

to his own dwelling, he said, so close that 
he had used it for a storehouse for some 
corn. He then gave them to understand, 
as nn additional scrap of local chit-chat,

This disraal picture of Eden was 


doubtless an exaggeration of the real 
Jlirion City, but it served Dickens' 
purpose of illustrating a peculiar phase 
of American life that did not please 
his fancy. 


Thirty years after Charles Dickens 


wrote his description of the place Mark 
Twain, collaborating with Charles Dud- 
Icy Warner, wrote "The Gilded Age," 
in which is told the story of Colonel 
Mulberry Sellers, who in real life was 
Colonel William 
Muldrow. 
Having 


iiM'd within a few miles of the depart 
i'd Marion City and being familiar with 
its history and that of Colonel Mul- 
drow, It was not strange that Clemens 
should have selected It as one of the 
striking events of a "golden age." Here 
it was that Colonel Mulberry Sellers, 
Mark Twain's creation of the most ex- 
aggerated type of the visionary man, 
proposed to build a great metropolis of 
tho west -w hich under the name of Na 
polcon was to conquer the commercial 
world. 


In Its essential features the story of 


Colonel Mulberry Sellers' Napoleon was 
not materially different from that of 
the Eden in winch Martin Chu/.zlowlt 
Invested, and both are fairly re-present 
ntive of the experiences in actual life 
of Oolonel Muldrow and his lxx>m town 
of Marion City, th<> memory of which 
Is now revived after n period of sixty 
yours by the transfer of the plot of 
wild land upon which It wns proposeo 
to build it.

UNE t», 1SC3. the first cavalry bat- 


tle of the wj.r was fought near 
the Rappahannock, abovt- Fml- 
«-rk-ksburs. Va. About ^0.000 sa- 


bers and forty guns of horse artillery 
took part. The nght was a surprise all 
around and resulted in a uiele*-, or u 
series of isolate-d combats between regi- 
ments and brigades of horsemen, with 
countless feats of personal daring and 
fierce passages at arms. 


For some days Jeb Stuart had made 


bis cavalry headquarters on an eleva- 
tion beyond the river known a* Fleet- 
wood bill. Several roads crossing the 
river at Beverly's and Kelly's fords 
lead in the direction of Fleetwood and 
OB to Culpeper Court House. Stuart 
broke his bivouac on the morning of 
the 9th to march to Culpeper. and at 
the same time two columns of Federal 
cavalry under Pleasonton crossed at 
the fords to reconnoiter around Cul- 
peper. The column crossing at Bever- 
ly's ford ifras led by General Buford. 
It fell In with the enemy soon after 
crossing and drove him back toward 
Fleetwood. This line Immediately be- 
came the battle front for Stuart and 
Fleetwood hill his rear. 


Bnford's advance guard at the cross- 


Ing was led by "Grimes" Davis of the 
Eighth New York cavalry. Davis was 
killed in a duel with Lieutenant Allen 
of the Sixth Virginia cavalry, being 


the slope. Cokmt-1 Harriman dashwl 
at the lint* of Jerseyia«-u without stop- 
ping to form squadrons or platoons. 


I The Virginians were quickly routwl. 


and also Whyte's battalion. But their 
sudden dash had clMvkrd the 1 Yderals. 
Three mins of the Siitli NVw York bat- 
tery which had followed the Jersey- 
men halted at the foot of the h«H- 
Whyte reformed two of his squadrons 
and swept around the hill upon the 
gun*. Some cavalry, with the guns, 
galloped away, but the artillerymen 
fought the Virginians with gun rani- 
laers, handspikes, pistols and sabors. 
After the battery horses had all been 
cut down and thirty out of thirty-six 
battery men killed, wounded or cap- 
tured the guns fell as trophies to the 
Virginians. Whyte, in turn, was sur- 
rounded and had to cut his way out, 
leaving the guns behind. 


The section of guns taken and lost 


by Whyto was afterward captured in 
a charge of Wade Hampton's brigade, 
which Stuart brought up from Bu- 
ford's battlefield. The right section of 
the same battery was charged by the 
Sixth Virginia cavalry, but the New 
Yorkers defended the guns against 
saber and pistol, killing the Virginia 
color bearer. Stuart brought up Hamp- 
ton's brigade on the gallop, and when 
It sighted the hill the crest was cov- 
ered with troopers in blue. Kilpatrick 
was there with the First Maine and

shot dead instantly while striking bis 
foe with a saber. Stuart sent the bri- 
gades of Wade Hampton and J. E. 
Jones to meet Buford and Colonel M. 
C- Butler'.! South Carolina regiment 
off to his right rear to guard Brandy 
station, on the railroad. Having seen 
his last gun and tent removed from 
Fleetwood, Stuart rode out to direct the 
fight with Buford, leaving Major Mc- 
Clelland, his adjutant general, on the 
bill to represent his headquarters. 


Two hours after Stuart left the hill 


a scout brought word to Major Mc- 
Clelland that a column of Federals 
had crossed over Kelly's fprd and 
was marching toward Brandy station, 
against Fleetwood hill, and threaten- 
ing to cut Stuart off from Fleetwood 
and the roads to Culpeper. The major 
refused at first to credit the news, but 
while disputing with the scout be saw 
a long mounted column of troopers in 
blue pressing toward the station. 
Fieetwood was the key to the position 
and would not be overlooked by the 
active enejny- Fortunately a G pound- 
er howitzer had withdrawn from the 
fight at Beverly's ford on account of 
imperfect ammunition and halted at 
the bottom of Fleetwood hill. 
This 


gun was pushed to the crest and with 
some Imperfect shell and a few round 
shot found in the chest McClelland 
opened a slow fire upon the marching 
column of Federals and sent couriers 
to Stuart for help. 


The sudden fire from the hill waa as 


much a surprise' to the commander of 
the Kelly's 
ford column, General 


Gregg, as Davis' encounter with the 
Virginia cavalry bad been to Buford 
at Beverly's ford. Gregg had not seen 
a Confederate on his march up from 
the ford and knew nothing of Buford'a 
fight off on the right. 
McClellaud'a 


cool and steady firing deceived Gregg. 
He might have taken the hill with a 
«quadron at the outset, for there was 
no one to oppose excepting the major 
and a battery officer with a few rnca 
at tho howitzer. 


Stuart waa also Incredulous over Mc- 


Clcllaud's message. Not until a second 
aourlcr galloped up would he believe 
that the Federals were marching for 
Fleetwood. Then bo sent Colonel Har- 
mau's Twelfth Virginia cavalry nnd 
Colonel Whyte's battalion at a gallop 
to meet the new danger. 
Harman 


dashed up the hill just aa the howitzer 
fired Ita last shot and Colonel Wynd- 
bam's First N'cw Jersey cavalry, in 
column of aquadrona, with guidons and 
flaga flying, waa advancing proudly up 


Wasted VaJor 
Port Hudson 
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Tenth New York, and the Jerseymen 
still lield their ground. Kilpatrick ad- 
vanced to meet Hampton at a gallop, 
and the two columns reeled and sway- 
ed Jn a baud to hand fight until the 
field was veiled in clouds of smoke. 
, 
Hampton won the day and saved th« 


hill finally for Stuart 
This stroke 


checked the advance of Buford, and 
the Confederates turned their whole 
energy upon Gregg. Before the inci- 
dent closed, however, the Jerseymen 
rode into Hart's Virginia battery and 
met with a reception like that given to 
Harman's Virginians by the gunners 
of the Sixth New York. Part of the 
Jersey regiment found itself cut off 
from the brigade by Hampton's charge. 
| Hart's battery had followed Hampton 
up the hill and opened on the retreat- 
ing Federals. The Jerscymeu gathered 
headway and swept down upon the ar- 
tillery, striking the flank and riding 
between the guus and caissons length- 
wise of the line. The cannoneers turn- 
ed from their pieces with sponge staffs, 
pistols and spikes, whatever lay at 
hand, and beat off the assailants, kill- 
ing the Jersey colonel and wounding 
the major in a hand to hund struggle. 
While the fight raged on the hill smoke 
and dust obscured the colors, and the 
combatants 
could scarcely identify 


friend and foe. A Virginia trooper ran 
Into a Federal colonel ami apologized 
by saying, "I can't tell you Yanks from 
our folks." 


As the sraoko cleared away ou the 


crest Hart's guns opened at long range 
upon the Federals w ao still clung to 
the field around Braui'y station. Bu 
ford was completely out of the fight 
having retreated 
toward the river 


when first attnckediy Stuart. He was 
then too far away ro aid Gregg fight 
ing on the other side of the hill. Stuart 
had won the day by the tactics For 
rest, the "Wizard of the Saddle," so 
graphically put into words -that is, 
when the enemy came up In hU rear 
he turned around and was upon their 
rear. 


Pleasonton did not ride through to 


Culpepcr that day, but while Tu pos- 
session of Flcetwood hill hi* troopers 
picked up a h'luiiiiinrtors desk contain- 
ing dispatches which revealed the fact 
that Lee was on the «ve of crossing 
the Knppahannof-k to nmrch Into Penn- 
sylvania. This timely warning enabled 
Hooker to save Ills army from n second 
blunder, and ho turned about to race 
with the Confederate* for poaaeaaion 
of Gettysburg.

ISta. turned out a red 


day In the history of Banks' 
Army of the Gulf. 
After 


looking the ground over for 


e days and reaching the conclusion 


bnt the task xvas hopeless tbv troops 
vere sent forward to storm the Con- 


rate works at Port Hudson, on the 


Mississippi, in the style artists delight 
o portray. 
The plan Called for a 


grand simultaneous ussault by four di- 
isions. but when the hour caxue the 
f i i-oluiun. K-d by General Thomas 
V. Sherman, had not formed its lines, 
'.auks rode to Sherman's bivouac in a 
igh temper and found Sherman calm- 
y taking lunch with his officers. Hot 
vords followed, and Banks rode back 
o headquarters, sending his chief of 
taffi to the front to supersede the dila- 
ory commander. 
When the officer reached Sherman's 
ine, the troops were already in motion, 
ind he wisely let well enough alone, 
^he division moved in in column of two 
>rigados. with an interval in the cen- 
er. Sherman, in full dress, attended 
by his staff and escort superbly mount- 
ed and equipped, galloped forward at 
he blast of the trumpet and closed the 
nterval. Then the line marched out 
'rom a screen of trees and dashed for 
he enemy's ramparts. 
In front of the column were four 
'enees, and before these obstructions 
had been removed the Confederates 
opened fire upon the assailants. 
Not 


satisfied with ordinary missiles, the 
gunners loaded some heavy naval guns 
mounted upon the works with broken 
railway bars, chains and rusty scrap 
ron. 
In spite of the terrible fusillade 


Sherman's line charged up to the aba- 
tis, which, being formed of dry trees 
with pointed limbs, had caught fire 
from the shells. 
The brave fellows 


who attempted to mount the huge 
trunks or cut away the branches to 
open a path were brought down by bul- 
ets fired at close range from the para- 
pet. 


Sherman rode unscathed through the 


storm until his horse was stopped by 
:he abatis, although a hot fire was di- 
rected upon him and the mounted offi- 
cers in his train. Reaching the abatis, 


was shot from the saddle, with a 


shattered leg, and two of bis staff went 
down at the same time. .The second in 
command. General Neal Dow, having 
also fallen, Banks' staff officer took 
command of the division and saved the 
indomitable soldiery from useless an- 
nihilation by ordering a retreat. 


When the sound of Sher^man's guns 


was beard on the left, Banks ordered 
the center column under General Au-

gur to charge. The brigade of Colonel 
Edward F. Chapin, One Hundred and 
Sixteenth New York, led the division, 
Its front covered by skirmishers of the 
Twenty-first Maine. 
In rear of the 


skirmishers marched a storming col- 
umn of iJOO volunteers, with Lieuten- 
ant Colonel O'Brien of the Forty-eighth 
Massachusetts at their head. The 
stormers carried In their hands bags of 
cotton and fascines to fill the ditch in 
advance of the main column. 


Colonel Chapin's own regiment, the 


One Hundred and Sixteenth New York, 
held the right of the line, wltfc the 
Forty-eighth Massachusetts on the left. 
These were supported by the Forty- 
ninth Massachusetts, the Second Loui- 
siana and the reserve of the Twenty- 
first Maine. An eyewitness, Colonel 
!t. B. Irwln of Banks' staff, thus de- 
scribes Chopin's charge: 


"O'Brien Hhook hands with the officer 


who brought him the last order, and, 
turning to his men, who were lying or 
sitting near by, some on their cotton 
bags, others on tho ground, wild In tho 
coolest and most businesslike manner, 
'Pick up your bundles and come on.' 
The movement of the stormers was the 
signal for the whole line. 
A truly 


magnificent sight was tho advance of 
these battalion* with their colors flying 
and borne Htcndlly toward the front, 
yet not for long, 
i "Hardly had tut movtmaat begun 


when the whole force, officer*, meu. 
colors and all, Ixt-auie Inextricably en- 
tangled in the dense abatis, under u 
n>ree and withering fire of artillery. 
Besides the fieidpiw^s l^irhsg dlmrily 
on th« front of the column nvo ^4 
pounders poured upon its flank a storm 
of missile* of all sorts, with fragni<>n'.s 
of railway bars and broken «-li.>ln-» of 
grape, rusty nails and the raLiajjs o.' 
a scrap iron heap for canister. No p.irt 
of the column t-ver passed beyond ili<- 
abatis, nor was it even possible to ex 
tricate the troops in any order withoa; 
greatly adding to the list of casualties 
already of fearful length. Banks was 
for putting in the supports, but befon- 
anything could be done came bad new*, 
from the left, and at last it was clear 
to the most persistent that the day was 
miserably lost." 


Chapin and O'Brien were shot dead 


while struggling to cut their way 
hrough the abatis. Nearly every offi- 
cer in the storming party was killed or 
wounded, and the Twenty-first Main' 
color guard was totally destroyed. 


The right win? of Banks' army un- 


der General Weltzel happily escaped 
the dull and hopeless slaughter suf- 
fered by the left and center. The Con 
federate defenses on the land side nt 
Port Hudson were nearly four inilf.- 
long and touched the river at each end 
In front of Weltzel the defenses hail 
been hastily prepared to meet the at 
tack by felling huge logs along th; 
crest of the hill. The ravines approach 
ing the hill were barricaded with a 
network of limbs. 


Weitzel's men could not even see th' 


enemy they were.to attack. Thoy bo 
came a bold mark for a destructive Kv< 
of small arms, grape, shell and cnnls 
ter the moment the line loft the covo 
of the hollows and the timber. Final 
ly, after climbing over hills, logs and 
fallen trees and forcing the ravine* 
filled with brush, the troops drove bucl. 
the Confederates and seized the n'dgf 
about 200 yards from the main poin 
selected for attack. 


As the infantry advanced the pio 


neers opened the roads, and five bat 
teries were hauled to the crest. Somt 
of the regiments took an hour to movi 
half a mile. So thick was the brush 
that men could see only a few feet 
and at one point a Confederate offlcei 
and his skirmishing party were sur- 
prised and captured in u ravine before 
they were aware that the Federals 
were coming. 


Weitzel's attack began early in the 


morning, and after it had spt-nt Its 
main strength an attempt was imule 
ou the extreme right to fore* the Con- 
federate lines near the river. Two col- 
ored regiments of Louisiana negroes 
lined up in front of a rugged bluff 
which projected boldly from the main 
height, forming a natural bastion with 
perpendicular sides nud imiccessible 
except by a narrow road winding along 
its base. The ridge was held by Colo 
nel Shelby's Mississippi regiment, aid- 
ed by six field guns und two colum 
biads firing 8 inch and 10 inch shrap- 
nel. 


When the head of column of negroo^ 


reached the foot of the hill. Shelby'^ 
men openod upon them vrltb mubkcto 
from the ritle pits on the crest. The 
negroes pressed gallantly ou and soon J 
got within range of tlu« lield guus 
which raked the line with shell und 
shrapnel. 
Still struggling on, thoy 


came under the enfilade Pro of the 
colmnbiads. Pushing into the narrow 
gorge leading up the hill, the foremost 
negroes were within UUO yards of tho 
top when a),1 the guns bearing upon 
their course began belching cunistor 
Courage against canister is like ft 
broom against the ocean. Blood and 
bones cannot stand it. The leading 
regiment fell back in disorder and 
struck the one following at the base of 
the hill. Both regiments rallied under 
cover and reformed for a second 
charge. Finally thoy moved forward 
toward the hill, but were not ordered 
in again. 


Confederate bullets, shrapnel, canis- 


ter and scrap Iron did not fly ^vild at 
Port Hudson, notwithstanding the ir- 
regularity and confusion of the linos. 
Over 100 Federal officers, Including two 
generals ami nine colonels, were shot 
down and nearly 2,000 soldiers in the 
ranks killed and wounded. The Con- 
federate loss was comparatively light, 
although Banks' guns bombarded the 
works at Intervals, beginning at day« 
light, and the Federal fleet maintained 
a fire from tho river upon the strongest 
parts of the fortress. 


General Nenl Dow was captured in 


his quarters by a skillful raiding party 
and carried to Richmond after an ex- 
citing trip across the country. He was 
long held as hostage for Fits-Hugh 
Leo. 


Banks went into the movement 


against Port Hudson In the belief that 
Grant would send help from Vlcks- 
burg. 
This help was ordered from 


Washington, but tho dispatch didn't 
reach Grant until his troops were in 
battle near Vlckstmrg the 17th of Mny. 
It required him to abandon the Vicks- 
burg campaign, but bo bad already 
half won the game and declined to 
give up. Banks entered upon a alega 
which ended In the surrender of Port 
Hudson soon after tho fall of Vlcks- 
burg.
